The board of managers of the various na- 
tional homes for disabled volunteer soldiers 
have asked the committee on appropriations 
of Congress, an i of 15 per cent.

homes for the next fiscal year. Members 
of the board expressed the opinion that the 
number of inmates in the homes would, 
during the next year, increase about 15 per 
cent. 


The summary of disasters to the Glou- 
cester, Mass., fishing fleet during the past 
year shows sixteen vessels, with an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 1,104 and valued at $87,- 
000, have been lost. The insurance upop 
these vessels amounted to $63,100. One 
hundred and thirty-one fishermen lost their 
lives, leaving 50 widowe and 66 fatherless 
children.
